Funeral of Mr, Kirkpatrick.

100 ths., while the purchase price paid was 
$10 per 100 ths. 

4.—The Warden’s private sleigh has been 
furnished with steel runners at the expense 
of the institution, 

5.—The Warden has not paid for either 
steel or workmanship, or for repairing sleigh 
in shoe shop by saddler. See account books 
for this and for commission paid on rags. 

6.—Convicts under Guard Russell, a rela- 
tive of the Warden's, have been continually 
doing work in the Warden's private house. 

7.—When Montreal accounts are paid, 
cheques are sent in a body to young Ferres, 
who distributes them aud elaims commis- 
sion. 

8—Warden orders that. Accountant shall 
not, when giving an order for goods manu- 
factured in prison, to be meeeadiont of gate, 
state prices in order, 

9.—Stone from Penitentiary quarry, load- 
ed by convicts, given to Mr. McCarty with- 
out charge. 

10.— Warden abuses officers in presence of 
the convicts. 

11.—Warden keeps two cows and one 
horse at the expense of this institution, con- 
trary to the statute, 

12,—Warden used all the garden produce 
last summer for his private use, and sent 15 
barrels of the apples to his son at Montreal. 

13—Convict Lafever took three months 
to rig a ship for the Warden, which he re- 
ceived, and for which no pay was given to 
the Institution. During this time Convict 
Lafever was refused to a contract shop. 
Afterwards the Warden could not, and 
would not punish the Convict. Reference 
is made to the Punishment Book. 

14.—The Deputy backs the Warden in 
everything, and keeps his own horses in the 
Prison. 

15.—The Warden allows Convicts in his 
office to make up Parliamentry Returns. 

16.—The Deputy Warden goes to the 
barn of the Institution, and takes away 
sleigh loads of oats after hours, to feed his 
own horses. 

17.—The present Warden has spent more 
in law for the past six months than the late 
Warden did in twenty years. 

18.—Convicts do all the private work in 
the Warden’s house. 

19.—The Warden also uses the cabbage 
of the farm for his private use. 

20.—In addition the above we further 
say:—That on the 4th instant the Account- 
antaccused the Warden of acting dishonestly 
and receiving Montreal commission for 
purchases. On the 5th the Warden re- 
funded the account, thereby acknowledgin 
the fact. See Cash Book. We have fear 
this, and believe it to be true. 

21.—We further say that the Warden, 
through the Deputy Warden, purchased 
three cattle out of money voted by Govern- 
ment for the purchase of beef, and sent one 
to his son in Montreal, one to another per- 
son and the Deputy Warden kept the 
other.

Horrible Statement Concerning 
Decapitation. 

The ‘*Menmorial de la Loire,” a French 
newspaper, reports the statements of the 
executions of Arras and Amiens, in regard 
experiments made with the heads of various 
decapitated criminals. In 1854 the execu- 
tioner of Amiens guillotined a youn, 
woman, who in order to inherit the sm: 
sum of not quite three hundred dollars, had 
poisoned a whole generation of relatives. 
After the execution, he found her head 
fastened to the border of the horrible basket 
by her teeth, Her jaw-bones were so 
stongly contracted, that shehad bitten holes 
through the willow texture of the basket. 
Another time he executed a butcher, twenty- 
five years of age. The Scaffold was 
erected in open field, and the head did not 
fall into the basket but rolled on the ground. 
When the executioner attempted to take it 
up he found that it was fastened to the 
ground, The mouth of the decapitated 
head, during the last convulsions had seized 
a bunch of grass, and, in taking it up, it 
still kept a piece of sod beeween its teeth. 
A third time he’executed an Italian, who 
struggled most terribly for life during the 
last few moments, After the operation 
was over the head in the basket was found 
to be covered with a triple laver of bloody 
saw-dust, and the mouth was filled with it. 
The head evidently moved several times and 
turned itself round in the basket. A fourth 
case is perhaps the most horrible of all yet 
reported, The same executioner had 
decapitated a laborer, who did not struggle 
in the least against his decapitation. ut 
when the body was brought to the cometry 
and taken out of the basket, not only was 
the whole frame most horribly distorted, 
but the head had bitten into the upper part 
of the leg with such force that a piece of 
flesh had to be cut out to enable the execu- 
tioner to lay the corpse into a coflin which 
the family had furnished. - ’ 

The truth of these and similar instances 
is not denied by the French ; but itis atated 
by great medical authority that these move- 
ments are made without consciousness, but 
that by the terrible physical shock experi- 
enced by the whole system at the moment 
of decapitation, all the nervous functions 
are so completely paralysed that the activ- 
ity of some of the organs, such as the eyes 
and tecth, is not accompanied by selfeon- 
scious sensations. ‘These horrible mysteries 
of course can never be solved with certainty. 
The complete chloroforming of culprits im- 
mediately before the execution may perhaps 
be a means of accelerating insensibility in 
such cases,

GOLD ASSAYS. 


Some time ago there was published in 
the papers a series of assays made by Mr. 
Rickard, of London, England, on speci- 
mens collected byan agent of the Cana- 
da Company from different points in Ma- 
doc, Marmora, Elziver and Hungerford. 
Although the returns were very extraor- 
dinary and in some particulars quite con- 
tradictory of what are known to be facts 
here, still we think there is no room to 
doubt the good faith of Mr. Rickard or 
perhaps of the Company, though the fact 
of their having a lot next to the Barry 
mine, of which they are very choice is 
a little remarkable. But assuming the 
perfect good faith of all parties concerned, 
the selections must have been very unfor- 
tunate. First we have the Barry Mine giv- 
ing a yield of some $550 to the ton; and 
if the assayer did his duty this is a fair 
sample of the ore submitted to him from 
that mine; and as he remarks, and we 
all know here, “This ore can be very 
cheaply treated by direct umalgamation 
after having been very finely crushed, 
and passed through h suitable amalgam- 
ating machine.” The difficulty in the way 
of “getting at the gold” about which 
#0 much has been said, does not exist with 
this ore. Why then is not this mine work- 
ed? The fact is, either the assayer, or 
the person who selected the ore has made 
some gross blunder. The opinion has 
wlways obtained among mining men that 
the Barry was a valuable mine, andwhen 
it gets over the severe attack of Chancery 
from which it has been suffering, it will 
no doubt be worth a good deal; but that 
story about $550 to the ton, would incline 
one to think that it should have beer 

worked under a receiver, and the pro- 
ceeds deposited to the credit of the cause 
to hielp pay costs. 

Another notable mistake of the assayer 
or collector is seen in regard to sainple 
No. 11, (lot 6, 8th con. Marmora) which 
ix said to contain “a trace of gold, mica- 

', ceous quartz, unfavorable to gold.” Now 
this is the Gillen Mine, to which Turley & 
Gilbert removed their little Crusher from 
El Dorado; fromthis mine the finest spe- 
cimens of free gold have been taken that 
have been found anywhere outside of the 
original Richardson pocket, We have 
seen large masses of this rock, literally 
studded with gold in particles from the 
size of a pin point to that of a grain of 
wheat, At their mill, so long as they 
could run it last fall they were taking out 
with the ‘most imperfect machinery, a 
good deal of gold. Again, this vein is 
fast running into arsenical pyrites, which 
will be the prevailing feature of all the

We subjoin a letter from Prof. Chap- 
man on this subject, which so far as we 
have seen has not been published here, 
merely remarking, by way of explanation, 
that the mine to which he refers is the 
one which Dr. Williams has been so faith- 
fully hammering at for the last year : 


Sm—Your evening edition of yesterday 
contains a long statement of the results of 
some assays of auriferous ores from tho 
Hastings district, made recently in Eng- 
land, by order of the London Directors of 
the Canada Company. I venture in this 
communication to request permission to of- 
fer a few brief remarks on the statement or 
report in question, as in certain xoepecis it 
is directly opposed to conclusions derived 
from very numerous assays and researches 
made in my office here. 

The London assays, it will be seen by re- 
ference to your paper, comprise, first, a 
series made on single specimens of each 
sample; and secondly, an additional series 
made in each case from the entire sample. | 
In one instance the difference is most re- | 
markable, the first assay indicating a yield | 
of upwards of five hundred and fifty dol- 
lars per ton, and the second a yield of only 
sixteen or seventeen dollars. A difference 
of this kind is enough to throw discredit on 
all assays; but few practised nssayers, I 
may state, would think of assaying a sin- 
gle specimen of a small sample, or would 
put any faith in the value of the assay, 
where they obtained so unusualy large a 
return as 26 oz. 2dwts. L6grs. per ton, with- 
out thoroughly testing the entire sample. 
But, passing over this, we have next in the 
corrected returns, some exceedingly curious 
results. The second on the list gives 3dwts. 
6grs. of gold per ton: the third, just twice 
asmuch, or Gdwts. 12grs. ; and the fourth 
just twice as much as the third, or 13dwts. 
Igr.—the difference at least, amounting 
only to a single grain. And the same 
thing is observable with regard to the two 
returns which follow the above, and com- 
plete the list. One of these is said to be 
equivalent to 2oz. 9dwis. Ogrs. per ton, and 
the other to exactly twice this amount, or 
4oz. 18dwts. Ogrs. The existence of exact 
multiple relations of this kind in ores be- 
longing to different samples, and obtained 
in part from different townships, cannot be 
regarded otherwise than as most extraordi- 
nary. Ihave not met, myself, with any 
similar coincidence, nor do I think that any- 
thing of a similar kind is to be found in 
published records. But the statement to 
which I wish particularly to call attention 
is that which terminates the report. It is 
as follows:—‘*The pyritous, micaceous, 
hornblendic, and arsenal specimens, are all 
either barren or to poor to look for gold. 
This turned into English, signifies that it 
is useless to look for gold in the pyritons and 
arsenical specimens of the Hastings district. 
Now, I wish to state that I have come, as 
regards ,at least arsenical samples, to quite 
the opposite conclusion. I have examined 
many samples of comparatively pure quartz 
vithout detecting a trace of gold, unless the 
gold were present in visible specks or scales, 
but I have not as yet examined a single 
sample of arsenical pyrites from the Hast- 
ings regiow, or from Nova Scotia, without | 
finding gold in it, and generally in paying 
quantity. Not long ago, I found upwards 
of sixty dollars worth of gold per ton, in a 
sample of arsenical pyrites from Marmora. 
The owners sunk a shaft upon the deposit. 
and put up amill; and now, although with 
very imperfect applicances, they are realiz- 
ing good returns, The assay-values of the 
ore at different levels fluctuate a good deal, | 
rom an admixture of quartz, &c ; and the 
more quartz, the less gold. I separated the 
quartz from the pyrites as nearly as possible, 
in five samples of this ore, and tested each 
eparately, The quartz gave less than $2 
per ton, whilst the pyrites yielded $61. 
Other experiments on ores of the same char- | 
acter from different localities, have led to | 
similar results. My advice to gold seekers 
in this region, consequently, is to avoid the 
pure quartz bands or reefs, except where 
these show visible specks of metal, and to 
rely only on such as contain arsenical 
pyrites. Where the latter mineral is found 
gold, in nine cases out of ten, will be found 
also,

We need no better 
illustration of this than one furnished by 
this very company itself about three years 
ago. Mr. McKenzie rented the works 
and ran them for two years on private 
account; when he took them they were 
paying the company, over and above work- 
ing expenses about $700 a year, and he 
and Mr. Conger, whom he had associated 
with him, had worked up the matter so 
well in the two years they held them, that 
the first half year after they came back 


expenses $950. This was brought about 
by that personal attention that people give 
to their own business, and by a flexability 
in making special arrangements which no 
large company can exexcise, particularly 
when the public are interested as owners. 
But if the Company is to be worked in 
the old way again, who is to give it this 
careful personal attention? It will fall 
back again into its old profitless way. 
How long does any one suppose that the 
most flourishing manufacturing or tra- 
ding business in this Town would be kept 
out of the Bankrupt Court, if it was con- 
ducted by a Board of Directors, partly 
elected by the Town aud no more person- 
ally interested in the enterprise than the 
men who are upon the Gas Board 4 

By all means let the Gas works be in 
the hands of a few men largely irterested 
and then we shall have cheap gas and 
plenty of it. We propose in another issue 
to show why the gas will be cheap and 
what we mean by its being plenty.

The objections to the bill urged upon the 
Ministry were the year’s delay before it can 
go into.operation—a year of bitter contest 
and wasteful expenditure ; the permissive 
element, which would enable each denomi- 
nation that had a majorijy in any locality 
to rate the others for its support ; the fee 
system, which would place a stigma upon 
those unable to pay. ‘The ‘League wants a 
free, bee (he unsectarian education ; 
and would rather defeat the present bill 
than have it pass with its objectionable fea- 
tures. On the other hand, the Church of 
England and the Catholics are satisfied 
with the billas it is. It would leave educa- 
tion where itis now, with a mu@h fuller 
support, in four-fifths of the districts, that 
is, in the hands of squires and the clergy, 
while in the greater part of Ireland it would 
be under the charge of the priests, and to 
this, in both cases, the great body of dis- 
senters and secularists have the most decid- 
ed objections. They would not, I believe, 
very strongly object to Methodist or Bap- 
tist schools, where these were in a strong 
majority, but have no faith at all in Angli- 
can or Roman Catholic ones. But men 
must grant the rights of others to secure 
their own; and one reason why a minority 
is more likely to be right than a majority, 
is because itis obliged to protest against 
oppression and injustice, which a naturally 
selfish majority is too prone to exercise.

Prince Henry of Bourbon. 


It will be remembered that the Prince 
here alluded to was killed in a duel a few 
days ago, at Madrid. 

Prince Henry of Bourbon is thus describ- 
ed in the Paris correspondence of ‘‘The 
London Daily News ;” ‘* Having been per- 
sonally acquainted with the deceased Prince, 
I do not write about him on mere hearsay. 
I never met a man who struggled so hard 

yainst the vices of hereditary organization. 

is intellect seconded his aspirations very 
imperfectly. Though far from stupid, he 
used to say, with some truth, of his brain 
that it was like wet timber which none of 
his sacred fire could light up into a blaze, or 
even into a dull, constant fire. He fre- 
quently betrayed a painful consciousness of 
those mental imperfections, which he said 
was the penalty royal families pay to nature 
for emancipating them from the ordinary 
conditions of humanity, When he found 
himself in the company of intellectual men, 
he hardly opened his lips to speak. In 
pursuance of his Republican ideas, he was 
very desirous shortly before he last left 
Paris of finding an American wife. His 
friends were negotiating a marriage between 
him and a great Western heiress when he 
was suddenly called to Madrid last Summer. 
Before leaving Paris the Prince called upon 
a Boston lady who had promised to make 
up the match, and said, putting his finger 
on his forehead : * Miss must not refuse 
any other offer forme, for [have a presenti- 
ment that before very long a bullet will cure 
the fevers of this poor ardent brain. Iam 
so convinced that a violent death stares me 
in the face, as to beg you will transfer your 
friendship to my poor litte girl, whom T 
have been obliged to leave in a convent in 
the Faubourg St. Germain.’ Prince Henry 
of Bourbon was in his forty-fourth year. 
He was a widower and leaves four children. 
His eldest son is alieutenant in the Spanish 
army and is now with his regiment in the 
Philippine Islands.”
